At the same 
time, it must be admitted that the 
followers of Paderewski and Grabski 
displayed but little prudence in at­ 
tacking a foe numerically much su­ 
perior, and a very scant regard for 
peace by plunging into war at the 
shank of the world struggle. Certain­ 
ly the allied conference acted wisely 
in 
refusing 
further succor to the 
Warsaw government until the Polish 
armies were back in the territorial 
boundaries of Poland. 
It would be a crime against civiliza­ 
tion 
to 
permit the reds to extend 
their sphere of influence, but this 
does not mean that the allies must 
chip in on every military expedition1 
that is conceived by some overzealoua 
war lord. 
What the world demands 
today is peace*, and that peace can 
only come when all nations are con­ 
tent to sheathe their swords or the 
league of Nations makes it plain that 
no more fighting will be tolerated. 
Just now, it is enough to wish the 
Poles well and to advine them to bring 
their arm ies back home. If they dis­ 
regard this friendly prompting, then
